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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To protect a passenger compartment from getting dirt by a drainage 
by housing a drain pipe of a cooler unit of an air conditioner for an 
automobile within a frame member opened in a dash panel and leading a hose 
connected to the drain pipe to an engine room. 

CONSTITUTION: In a part of the dash panel 1 is opened a cylindrical frame 
member 6 and the cooler unit 2 is secured to the frame member 6 with the drain 
pipe 3 of the cooler unit 2 projecting inside the frame member 6. The rubber 
hose 4 connected to the drain pipe 3 passes through the frame member 6. Such a 
construction eliminates a hose assembling by a grommet, thereby simplifying the 
hose assembling and protecting the passenger compartment from getting dirt by 
the drained water even if the rubber hose is disconnected. 
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
